To be eligible to vote In East Liverpool at the 
Nov. 5 general election, you must register with the 
County Election Board at 129 W. 6th St. if: 
You haven’t voted at a primary, general or 
special election in the last two years; you’ve changed 
your name by marriage or court action; you’ve be­ 
come 21 since the last election or will be 21 on or be­ 
fore Nov. 5. 
A new resident is qualified to vote after he has 
resided in Ohio a year and in Columbiana County 
and his precinct 40 days prior to Election Day. East 
Liverpool is the only community in the county where 
voters registration is required.

When Negro leaders in Birmingham and 
around the nation call for United 
States 
troops to override Birmingham policy for 
handling racial strife they are dose to fly ­ 
ing that the War Between the States is still 
being fought. 
They feel that Alabama, whose Rover.hit 
goes out of his way to say his state does 
not yield to federal authority, c a n n o t be 
trusted to proteri their rights. 
They are acknowledmg what whites have 
been reluctant to acknowledge—that strife 
over denial of civil rights to Negroes in 
Alabama and other Southern states is a 
challenge to preserve the Union. In some 
of the statements of Southern fire-eating 
politicians there is an implicit threat of 
secession. 
It would not be secession by 
a r m e d 
force, though there is no lack of Southern 
extremists waving Confederate flags and 
brandishing guns. It would be, rather, seces­ 
sion by legal interpretation. 
Secessionists 
would refuse to acknowledge the authority 
of the Supreme Court to interpret the Con­ 
stitution. They would become a law unto 
themselves, challenging the United States 
to maintain its authority. 
State troops and local police in Alabama 
are of little value to Negroes, as far as 
protecting their rights aa U.S. citizens ara

such circumstances, men on both 
sides tend to feel rather than to 
think. 
Responsibility 
for the 
recent 
outbreak* of violence will be at­ 
tributed by each side to the other 
in the integration controversy. It 
will be said that, if the churches 
themselves had not become ac­ 
tive participant* in the public 
demonstration*, there would have 
been less resentment in the com­ 
munities. 
It will be argued in reply that 
there was no other way to drama­ 
tize what was felt to be an in­ 
nate injustice both in law and 
morality. 
There is no question about the 
fact that the bitterness of those 
who 
have 
been discriminated 
against because of race or color 
produces an 
anger 
that 
often 
brushes aside pleas for a rule of 
reason and for the operation of 
a system of law. 
Not so many years ago. the 
anger of the mob caused the 
lynching of many an innocent 
man. The mob always felt sure 
that the suspect was guilty and 
cried 
out: "Why wait for the 
courts — he’s guilty!” 
The cry 
today 
is: 
"Why wait for the 
process of law — it’s too slow’” 
The air is filled with threat*. 
It’s being said that, unless this 
or that reform is immediately 
granted, 
there 
will 
be 
race 
violence. 
No 
constructive 
purpose 
I* 
served by such threats and. when 
uttered by clergymen, they 
are 
even more discouraging. 
What is lacking in the contro­ 
versies today is the restraint that 
come* 
from 
a 
true 
religious 
spirit. 


ST. THOMAS AQUINAS in his 
famous book said: 
"The angry man is energetic in 
the pursuit of justice. But anger 
can destroy the reasonableness 
and prudence of our action* Fre­ 
quently angry men exact a great­ 
er vengeance than the injury done 
to them merit*." 
This applies particularly to the 
men 
who 
bombed 
the 
Negro 
church in Birmingham. They do 
not represent or reflect a major­ 
ity sentiment in the community. 
'Diev gave vent only to their own 
passions of anger and their evil 
deed will bring about an adverse 
reaction to whatever cause they’ 
had in mind 
Who committed the crime—to** 
big a bomb that killed four young 
girls in a church during Sunday 
school serv ices? Could this possi­ 
bly have heen the premeditated 
plot of any organized movement? 
( ’(Kikt it have lieen — as some 
observers are beginning to sus­ 
pect — the work of that small 
but dangerous clique inside this 


country who capitalize on every 
public controversy? 
They provoke friction and vio­ 
lence because these will injurs 
the image of America throughout 
the world — an objective sought 
by Communist subversives 
who 
even employ some fascists for 
the purpose in order to conceal 
the true origin of the drive. 
It will be of little avail to ac­ 
cuse any one in public office — 
or the people of Birmingham — 
of responsibility for last Sunday's 
crime. This will tend only to in­ 
crease bitterness all around. May­ 
be the perpetrators of the bomb­ 
ing will never be caught. 
Whether in the North or South, 
most bombings in recent years 
have gone unsolved because the 
bombs can be tossed 
from a 
speeding automobile which then 
vanishes, or they can be planted 
clandestinely during the night 


THE ANSWER to the country'* 
race problem will not come from 
bombings any more than it will 
come from demonstrations, how­ 
ever orderly they may appear to 
be. 
The right of petition under the 
Constitution can be effectively ex­ 
ercised in less spectacular way*. 
Whatever Congress may do at 
this session will be regarded a* 
inadequate by angry men anxious 
to 
accomplish 
overnight 
what 
must take a long time to achieve. 
As past experience indicates, 
customs and ways of life are not 
surrendered under threat or in 
an atmosphere of passion. 
This country has prided itself 
on its constitutional system — a 
government of written laws. Un­ 
just laws are not repealed by 
mob violence but by steady and 
persistent pleas in the court of 
public opinion. 
The means of communication 
are 
numerous 
today 
and 
are 
available to proponents or oppo­ 
nents of any legislation. 
The theory’ that demonstrations 
are essential to the winning of 
public opinion fails to take into 
account that, in an atmosphere 
of anger and bitter resentment. 
there us no human progress if 
laws are passed before the elec­ 
torate has really heen persuaded 
of their justness through applica­ 
tion of the nile of reason. Vio­ 
lence begets more violence 
It 
doesn't vanish when provocative 
speeches are made in the name 
of non-violence. 


ITS A TIME for self-examina­ 
tion bv all sides of the current 
controversy. There surely are in 
even ’ 
community 
men 
of 
ill 
races who can sit down together 
to work out ne<>ded reform s and 
gradually put them into effect 
through city ordinances They also 
can bring about the passage of 
the necessary state or federal 
laws to deal with particular bar­ 
riers to the better understanding 
which should prevail among all 
races. 
Even 
this 
process, 
however, 
takes tim e for education of the 
citizens and a legal determ ina­ 
tion of where private rights end 
and public rights begin. 
Time and reason can solve any 
difficulty, but the passions of an­ 
ger will solve nothing — not even 
in the relations of governments 
or nations, as the wars of the 
past have tragically proved.

MOSCOW (AP) — Angry over 
another poor harvest. Soviet Pre­ 
mier 
Khrushchev 
has berated 
farmers for inefficiency and as­ 
sailed bureaucrats for exporting 
fertilizer when it ii needed for 


I Soviet fielda.

“We export mineral fertilizers 
because our economists haven’t 
learned yet to calculate realistic­ 
ally what this costs,” he told 
farm meeting in Volgograd—for­ 
merly Stalingrad. 
“If they calculated, then they 
would ace that it would be better 
to put a ton of these fertilizers in 
the earth. It would be more eco­ 
nomical to export the grain re­ 
ceived than mineral fertilizer*. 
And only after we have fully sat­ 
isfied our domestic needs for min­ 
eral fertilizer* can we then ex­ 
port them.” 
Khrushchev spoke Monday, the 
day Canada signed a IMO-mil I ion 
deal to sell SIR million bushels of 
wheat to the Soviet Union. The So­ 
viet press and radio have not told 
the Russian people about the 
wheat deal, made nei-essary by 
the failures of Soviet agriculture 
Fertilizer always has been tiiort 
because much of the Soviet econ­ 
omy us devoted to heavy industry 
But in his speeib. published Tues­ 
day in the Soviet press, Khru­ 
shchev Mid farmers often ne­ 
glected to use the fertilizer they 
have.

A N SW ER: The Arter* had the same ancestors as the Am eri­ 
can Indians Their civilization arose after about 3.000 years of 
development bv other tribes such as the loiters The Aztecs htnlt 
a great city, Tenochtitlan. on the site where Mexico City now 
stands. They were wonderful artists and craftsmen, but their 
main interest was in religion and war. They worshipped many 
gods, lo whom they made continual sacrifices, including thous­ 
ands of human beings, mostly prisoners taken in battle. From 
20 000 to 50.000 victims were sometimes sacrificed yearly. 
When the Spanish leader Hernando Cortez arrived in the 
Aztec capital in 1519. the Aztec king. Montezuma, welcomed him. 
possibly mistaking him for a god But other Aztecs rebelled and 
attacked Outnumbered, the Spaniards withdrew from the city. 
But the Aztecs were hated bv other Indian tribes because of their 
cruelty, and Cortez had little trouble getting help. He built up a 
great army and captured Tenochtitlan in 1521, ending the Aztec 
nation.

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Judge Tobin Calls Attention 
To Laws On Child Adoption 


LISBON — Juvenile J u d g e 
Louis Tobin today called atten 
bon to child adoption laws. point­ 
ing to situations he said cause 
heartaches. 
“People who are perhaps anx 
ious to have a child in their home 
will agree to take a child from 
the natural parents on some loose 
boarding arrangements with the 
parents. 
“Aa time goes by they become 
attached to the child and then 
the parents, who have a legal 
right to do so, take the child 
back. This may happen within six 
months and sometimes not until 
eight to IO years later. T he 
couple who have been rearing the 
child suffer a great loss. 
“We would like to bring this 
to the attention of those who may 
contemplate such an arrangement 
that almost all the time ends in 
disaster for those who take a child 
or children on this basis. 
“Second, a great many grand 
parents take their grandchildren 
and rear them for periods of time 
without any court sanction, then, 
when the natural parents decide 
to take the children or c h i l d 
back, they too suffer heartache. 
“They must realize that if their 
children do not make some pro­ 
vision within a four-to five-month 
period for their grandchild, they 
should then apply to the court to 
place the child’s custody on a 
firm legal basis. Otherwise it will 
be they who suffer later on. 
“Third, the court would again 
bring to the attention of the pub­ 


lic 
the 
fact 
that 
u n d e r 
R.C. SICS. 10, private arrange­ 
ments to have a child placed for 
adoption are illegal and punish­ 
able by law. The arrangements to 
meet the mother of the child and 
take it from her at the hospital 
door or at the door of some doc­ 
tor’s office, is not only illegal and 
a criminal act, but under law this 
court cannot and will not approve 
any adoptions where the c h i l d 
was obtained in this fashion. 
“I would like to urge all people 
who have some such things in 
mind that they first consult an 
attorney and not place themselves 
in a position where they could be 
prosecuted. 
“The law has a good reason 
back of it. Most adoptions go 
through channels where the adopt­ 
ing parents or the natural par­ 
ents do not know each other and 
therefore there can be no d i s- 
ruptions in the adopted home or 
to the child in later years. 
“When 
the 
natural 
mother 
knows where the child is, past 
experience shows in seven out of 
IO cases that sometime before the 
child becomes of age the natural 
mother tries to get the child back 
or disrupts the home of the adopt­ 
ed parents and. therefore, incurs 
a grave danger to themselves and 
the child. 
“In addition, a child who is 
placed for adoption has the back­ 
ground checked and an attempt 
is made to place a suitable child 
in a suitable home. When a child
